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WASHINGTON (AP) — Turn­ 
ing aside fears of new U.S. 
combat deaths, Congress early 
today voted to give President 
Ford authority to use American 
military forces if necessary to 
evacuate Vietnamese as well as 
Americans from South Viet­ 
nam. 
Authority to use military 
forces was approved by the 
House in a $327-million aid hill 
approved 230 to 187 this morn­ 
ing and by the Senate in a $250- 
million aid bill approved 75 to 
17 Wednesday. 
House and Senate conferees 
are expected to begin work lat­ 
er today on a compromise. 
President Ford had asked 
Congress to approve $250 mil­ 
lion in humanitarian aid for 
South Vietnam, authorize the 
use of U.S. troops to evacuate 
Americans and Vietnamese and 
vote $722 million military aid. 
By its actions, Congress ap­ 
proved the first two requests. 
But the chances of approving 
more military funds appear 
dim. 
Ford 
told 
reporters 
aboard Air Force One Wednes­ 
day night that he now was go­ 
ing to review the military aid 
request. 
As Congress wound up its fi­ 
nal debate on the bills. Ford 
was telling a cheering audience 
at Tulane University in New 
Orleans that the Vietnam war 
was over for the United States. 
The President said the time has 


come for a national reconcila- 
tion to heal the wounds and dis­ 
cords of the past decade and to 
build a better America for the 
future. 
On both sides of the Capitol, 
opponents of the bills contended 
Congress was giving the Presi­ 
dent unlimited authority to use 
whatever U.S. forces he be­ 
lieves are needed at whatever 
risk. 
“If we want a bloodbath in 
South Vietnam, the best way to 
do it is to send in U.S. troops to 
evacuate foreign nationals,” 
Sen. Floyd K. Haskell, D-Colo., 
told the Senate. 
In the House, Democratic 
Leader Thomas P. O’Neill Jr. 
of Massachusetts said his heart 
bleeds for any South Vietnam­ 
ese threatened with reprisals 
but said he wants no more U.S. 
soldiers killed there. 


But other congressmen, in­ 
cluding vocal foes of America’s 
involvement in the Vietnam 
war, said the United States has 
a moral obligation to try to get 
endangered South Vietnamese 
out. 
“It is a crack in the door, I 
grant you that,” said Sen. Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey, D-Minn. 
“But you’ve got to trust some­ 
body. You can’t run evacuation 
programs from the Congress.” 
Rep. Donald M. Fraser, D- 
Minn., said the lives of Viet­ 
namese who sided with Amer­ 
ica are in danger and “we owe 


it to ourselves and to a sense of 
decency to permit efforts to get 
them out.” 
The House passed its bill at 
2:40 a.m. today after a mara­ 
thon 14-hour session. The bill’s 
$327 million includes $150 mil­ 
lion new money for evacuation 
efforts and humanitarian aid 
for South Vietnam, plus author­ 
ity to spend $177 million pre­ 
viously approved by Congress 
for humanitarian aid. 
The Senate’s $250-million bill 
includes a $100 million contin­ 
gency fund for humanitarian 
aid and evacuation, and $150 
million for humanitarian proj­ 
ects in Cambodia as well as 
South Vietnam. 
The House bill would author­ 
ize a far larger U.S. military 
evacuation operation than the 
Senate’s. The two bills also 
take different basic approaches 
to authorizing Ford to use U.S. 
forces. 
The Senate bill simply states 
that the President is authorized 
to use U.S. forces for evac­ 
uation of Americans and endan­ 
gered South Vietnamese and 
their dependents under a string 
of restrictions: 
—The Americans and South 
Vietnaese must be under “di­ 
rect and imminent threat” of 
being killed and diplomatic ef­ 
forts must be made firsKo win 
their evacuation without force. 
—U.S. forces used to evac­ 
uate South Vietnamese would 
be limited to those there to 


evacuate Americans and their 
dependents ; they could not go 
into new areas for the South 
Vietnamese and could not be 
exposed to hostilities longer in 
order to get the Vietnamese 
out. 
The House bill authorized 
“minimum use of necessary 
force” and specifically sets 
aside five laws passed by Con­ 
gress prohibiting réintroduction 
of U.S. forces into hostilities in 
Indochina. 
The congressional action fol- 


lows the release of a Harris 
poll showing that Americans by 
a 6 8-22 majority oppose sending 
troops to South Vietnam to as­ 
sist in evacuating endangered 
Vietnamese. 
A Harris survey of 1,528 
adults between April 16-18 also 
showed that 47 per cent oppose 
spending $250 million in human­ 
itarian aid while 43 per cent fa­ 
vor it. The Harris organization 
said 81-12 per cent are opposed 
to Ford’s request for $722 mil­ 
lion in military aid.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Ford’s declaration that 
the war in Vietnam is over “as 
far as America is concerned” 
does not represent a major 
change in U5. policy. White 
House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said today. 
“What has changed is that 
the President is calling on 
people to shift their attention,” 
Nessen said. 
Nessen said that, in his 
speech Wednesday night at Tu­ 
lane University in New Or­ 
leans, Ford was calling for a 
“shifting of focus or attention” 
from Vietnam to “get on with 
an agenda for the future.” 
Ness« i denied a reporter’s 
contention that the President 
might be “trying to have it 
bo^ ways”on Vietnam. He said 
the President’s words speak for 
themselves. 
N^sen said there “is a com­ 
plete sharing of views” be­ 
tween the President and Secre- 


tary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger on the Vietnam issue. 
Nessen also said Ford would 
still like Congress to appro­ 
priate military aid funds to 
help bring about a cease-fire or 
negotiated settlement. 
After his speech Wednesday 
night. President Ford seemed 
like a man relieved of a burden 
as he reminisced about the 
Vietnam era. 
Ford said he had “mixed 
emotions” about it all. “That’s 
not the way I wished it had 
ended but you have to be rea­ 
listic,” he told a group of re­ 
porters aboard Air Force One 
on the way back to Washington 
after a day-long trip to New Or­ 
leans. 
When he earlier told a cheer­ 
ing crowd at Tulane University 
that the Vietnam war was over 
for the United States, did he 
have the sense that he was end­ 
ing an era? 
“I think so, y es,” Ford re- 


plied. “After all, it’s been a 
pretty long era,” 
The President recalled first 
going to Vietnam in August 
1953 with Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles. Ford, then 
a congressman from Grand 
Rapids, Mich., said he had 
wanted to see at first hand 
what he had been reading 
about the French involvement 
there. He spent a week there 
then. 
Wednesday night, “almost 22 
y ears later,” as he put it, Ford 
told his enthusiastic audience of 
Tulane students that the “war 
is finished — as far as America 
is concerned.” 
The overflow crowd of 4,700 
in Tulane Fieldhouse inter­ 
rupted his 28 -minute speech a 
dozen times with applause and 
gave him a standing ovation at 
flie end. 
A White House spokesman 
had described the speech as the 
first of the post-Vietnam era.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) 
— Five terrorists took over the 
West German Embassy today, 
shot the military attache, and 
took the ambassador and 10 
other persons hostage, official 
sources said. 
The terrorists — three men 
and two women — threatened 
to kill one hostage every hour 
after 9 p.m. — 4 p.m. EDT — 
unless 26 jailed members of the 
anarchist Baader-Meinhof gang 
are freed from German jails 
and flown to Frankfurt airport, 
the informants said. 
Sources in Bonn, Germany, 
said the military attache, Lt. 
Col. Andreas von Mirhach, 54, 
was killed. However, Swedish 
police said he was taken to the 
hoapital in critical condition 
with four shots in the head and 


legs. 
The Baader-Meinhof gang, 
which follows an anticapitalist 
line, has claimed responsibility 
for terrorist bombings that 
killed four Gls and injured 
more than 50 persons in 1972. 
The gang is named after 
woman journalist Ulrike Mein- 
hof, 40, and student radical An­ 
dreas Baader, 30.

Declining student enrollments in the state 
school system threatens to cause a severe 
cutback in the teacher force, the closing of 
smaller schools and the combining of others. 
Dr. Joseph Cr(min, state superintendent of 
education said Wednesday. 
“We’re going to lose one-third of a million 
students over the next ten y ears,” Dr. Cronin 
said, “causing some very serious teacher 
problems.” 
His remarks came in response to report­ 
ers’ questions during the third annual Illinois 
Principals Association conference held at 


Sauk Valley College. 
Citing a major report coming up in the 
Fall, Dr. Cronin disclosed that many school 
districts are suffering from reduced enroll­ 
ments. “Their assessed valuation is going up 
and enrollments are going down and they ’re 
losing money,” he said, referring to the re­ 
duction in state aid. “That wasn't supposed to 
happen.” 
To combat the financial crunch facing the 
districts, Dr. Cronin suggested a plan “to put 
on the brakes so we can have a cushion so no 
one falls too fast.” 
Fewer teachers will be needed by 1%4, he

projected. Dr. Cronin suggested a reduction 
in the number of teachers trained at universi­ 
ties, lowering of teacher retirement age and 
transferring of some teachers to otl^r dis­ 
tricts to combat the problem. 
Asked if he believes the trend of lower en­ 
rollments will continue beyond 1984, Dr. Cro­ 
nin said he had no indication. 


He recalled touring a school on Tuesday 
which was built to accommodate 125 students 
.. . “there were 16 students in attendance,” 
he said in (Glaring rural schools will 
be 
forced to close. 
Dr. Cronin readily admitted that financing 
is the number-one problem facing school dis­ 
tricts and declared more state aid is vital. 
‘The best way to finance schools is never set­ 
tled,” he declared. “It’s like deciding how 
best to teach reading.” 
Saying that property taxes are not the best 
form of financing schools, he added that we 
will have to continue to rely on it. 
In the area of state-aid funding, Dr. Cronin 
said funding should reach the 50 per cent level 
by 1976. The percentage is that amount of 
funding provided by the state to supplement 
the local share. The present funding level is 
approaching 47 per cent. 


As to how high the percentage of state 
funding should go. Dr. Crcmin called for de­ 
bate in the legislative branch after 1977, “Un­ 
der the Constitution, the state has the pri­ 
mary responsibility for education,” he said. 


Commenting on proposed legislation to 
lower the assessed valuation in some Illinois 
counties, Dr. Cronin said he favored the legis­ 
lation. “Not so much for lowering it as mak­ 
ing it uniform for all the people.” Its effect on 
the school aid formula for financing would be 
studied on a district by district basis if ap­ 
proved, he said. 


Terming it a more equitable system, the 
39 -year-old father of seven said he favored 
c(Hitinuance of the resource-equalizer form of 
funding by the state. Still, changes need to be 
made in the formula, he commented, rrier- 
ring to a new package to be presented to the 
legisla|Mre in 1976. 
Asked about the changes he would propose 


in the resource-equalizer method. Dr. Crwiin 
suggested a reduction in the number of pres­ 
ent programs which number 30 to a lower 
number, possibly one or two. 
Before being appointed to the superinten­ 
dent’s post, Dr. Cronin was the secretary of 
Educational Affairs for the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. The author of more than 40 
books and articles, he served as consultant on 
finance and organization to five states prior to 
the Massachusetts post. 
The father of five daughters is particularly 
interested in opportunities for women and ex­ 
presses that interest both in hiring and 
promcKion practices for his office and in edu­ 
cational policy. He is also concerned that all 
career trainning be opened to women. 
In the area of contract negotiations involv­ 
ing teachers, Dr. Cronin said the state board 
is delving into the possibility of having one 
state agency act as bargaining agent for all 
public employes. Although he said he would 
not favor his office going to school districts to 
settle dispute “and then answer to them 
(school districts) when they ask where the 
money will come from.” 
Asked about the reorganization of the Edu­ 
cational Regions throu^ the state, Dr. Cro­ 
nin project^ that their number will be re­ 
duced to 20 or 30 eventually. There are pres­ 
ently 78 regions throufdiout the state and that 
number will be reduced to 50 by 
1977 
Dr Cronin said the best service the re­ 
gional superintendents can provide is in the 
areas of special education and vocational 
education. “We’re getting out of the 19 th-Cen­ 
tury notion that all they do is stamp out 
claims and adjust boundary lines.” 
Referring to mandated programs r« |uired 
by the state, however only partially funded in 
many instances. Dr, CYonin said he favored a 
slowing of new programs . . . “there’s always 
a need for curriculum change, however.” 
He cited the coming of the metric system 
in explaining a new mandate for the state’s 
schools. “1 believe we should prepare the stu­ 
dents for what will be the unit of measure­ 
ment in the world.” 
Dr. Cronin has outlined three priorities for 
education; literacy for all citiz« is; bilingual 
and ethnic (^cation; and^ vocational and 
technical education. 
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“In the cities of America the 
citizen s are threaten ed with 
crime, which the major portion s 
are committed with han d gu n s,” 
say s May or Daley of Chicago.

Accordin g to Thompson , who is 
credited with directin g Britain ’s v ic­ 
tory ov er Commu n ist in su rgen ts in 
what is n ow Malay sia, the con se­ 
qu en ces of America’s “aban don ­ 
m en t” of Sou th Vietn am “are goin g 
to shake y ou to the roots.” 
America’s defen se bu dget, he 
say s, will go throu gh $200 billion 
within fiv e y ears, an d he dou bts if 
ev en that will be en ou gh. “You will 
also hav e to take political an d mili­ 
tary risks to re-establish y ou r credi­ 
bility that will make some of the cri­ 
ses we hav e been throu gh in the past 
look like Su n day aftern oon picn ics.” 
America had the Vietn am war 
won in 19 72, claims Thompson , an d 
cou ld hav e botten an en forceable 
peace agreemen t. “Bu t the Con ­ 
gress didn ’t wan t it. They wan ted 
ou t.” 
Becau se of this, he say s, n ation s 
“which were y ou r frien ds an d wou ld 
hav e remain ed y ou r frien ds if y ou 
had remain ed credible” are en ­ 


gaged in “a great reshu ffle. They 
kn ow perfectly well that the Ameri­ 
can commitmen t n ow to them is v al­ 
u eless.” 
To borrow a fav orite ex pression 
of Dwight Eisen hower, who was 
wise en ou gh n ot to commit U.S. mili­ 
tary power to rescu in g Fran ce’s In ­ 
dochin ese chestn u ts in 19 54: “Tom- 
my rot.” 
If America’s ex pen ditu re of 56 ,- 
000 liv es an d at least $150 billion in 
Sou theast Asia ov er the past decade 
is n ot proof of its willin gn ess to assist 
an ally , then su ch proof is u n attain a­ 
ble. 
In deed, rather than bein g im­ 
pressed by America's committmen t 
to an ticommu n ism, man y of ou r al­ 
lies from the begin n in g open ly qu es­ 
tion ed the san ity of su ch a v ast in ­ 
v estmen t in a stru ggle they did n ot 
con sider v ital either to their or ou r 
n ation al in terests. 
On e thin g is on the record, an d 
that is the fact that with the ex cep­ 
tion s of Sou th Korea, Au stralia an d 
New Zealan d, n on e of them ten dered 
material or ev en moral su pport to 
the Un ited States du rin g the lon g 
Vietn am war. 
Du rin g the last Arab-Israeli war, 
ex cept for Portu gal, n ot on e NATO 
ally assisted U.S. efforts to resu pply 
Israel. They all scrambled to cu rry 


fav or with the oil-rich Arabs, n ot 
shrin kin g to aban don Little Hollan d 
in the process. 
If these “frien ds” are n ow en ­ 
gaged in a reassessmen t v is-a-v is 
America—“a great reshu ffle,” as 
Thompson pu ts it—then perhaps it 
might be time for America to do a 
little reassessin g of its own . 
Perhaps it might be a good idea 
to let Western Eu ropean s sweat a 
little, an d won der what the Un ited 
States wou ld do in the ev en t of some 
military adv en tu re on the part of the 
Sov iet Un ion . It might en cou rage 
them to re-ex amin e the depth of 
their own commitmen t to their own 
defen se. 
Actu ally , all this talk abou t 
America’s post-Vietn am credibility 
is dismissed ou t of han d by respon si­ 
ble Eu ropean leaders. They are glad 
that America’s in v olv emen t in Viet­ 
n am, which tax ed so mu ch of ou r re­ 
sou rces an d strain ed ou r v ery politi­ 
cal fabric, is ov er. 
F ar from bodin g ill for the fu tu re,

The sign ifican ce does n ot rest on 
which side y ou take in the West Vir­ 
gin ia fight. Rather, the importan ce 
is that the simple fact of a on e-step 
v ictory by a seemin gly powerless 
grou p of paren ts giv es u s n ew belief 
in ou r own importan ce—in a day an d 
age when it seems the power of the 
bu reau cracy , whether federal or lo­ 
cal, is bey on d ou r con trol.

from Rock Islan d almost to St. 
Lou is.

Yates, D-Chicago, are both tossed 
in to the same proposed district. 
—Tim Hall, D-Dwight, a fresh­ 
man con gressman got his district 
cu t off almost at the n orth side of his 
home town an d ex ten ded sou thward 
to in clu de Champaign -Urban a an d 
Dan v ille, which are foreign territor­ 
ies to him. 
The n ew 16 th District presen ted 
in the proposal is u n iqu e for it is a 
territory which n ow has n o con ­ 
gressman .

It wou ld free the n orthern half of 
the district from the domin ation of 
Rockford bu t politicos from either 
major party from Freeport, Ster­ 
lin g-Rock Falls an d Dix on n ev er 
hav e had an y thin g to do with those 
from the Riv er precin cts from 
Sprin g Valley to Ottawa.

McDonald te lls truth as he k nows it

WASHINGTON (NEA)—Up to 
the last cou ple of decades, Larry 
McDon ald of Georgia wou ld hav e 
fit n icely with the other chaps in 
the Hou se of Represen tativ es. 
Patriotic, religiou s, fiscally old 
hat, he’s the kin d of con gressman 
rou tien ly elected in America for 
n early two cen tu ries. Now howev ­ 
er, the election tren d is towards 
the in stitu tion alization of a n a­ 
tion al mod squ ad—ev ery on e an 
activ ist—an d mossback McDon ­ 
ald is the odd man ou t. 
Far ou t. An ex ecu tiv e member 
of the John Birch Society , an offi­ 
cer in the “Mov emen t to Restore 
Decen cy ,” an ammu n ition bearer 
for the Nation al Rifle Association , 
he is in the sen se of con temporary 
politics a sort of middle-aged (40) 
Methu sela. “Larry ,” as a col­ 
leagu e say s, “is v itally con cern ed 
with the problems of the 19 50s.” 
The wags are merciless with 
McDon ald; the joke in the Hou se 
pressroom is that he is workin g 
u p an amen dmen t to the Mon roe 
Doctrin e. Bu t the su bject sees 
n othin g fu n n y at all. He has some 
harsh v iews con cern in g the 
flighty politics an d politician s of 
the recen t American ex perien ce 
(“Bein g elected to the Hou se was 
the low poin t of my life” ) an d all 


peers con sidered, he’s happy to 
be the philosophical wallflower of 
n ewly elected represen tativ es. 
McDon ald feels the joke of re­ 
cen t gov ern men tal tren ds is n ot 
on the old fashion ed bu t on the 
n ew fan gled. He reason s that the 
popu list fads, u n cou pled from v i­ 
sion , hav e brou ght the n ation to 
the brin k of an y n u mber of disas­ 
ters. For ex ample, McDon ald 
say s the gov ern men t has already 
prepared an emergen cy way ou t 
of con gression ally in du ced fin an ­ 
cial catastrophe: “I can ’t prov e 
it, bu t my in formation is the day 
will come when the gov ern men t 
will tell u s to tu rn in ten old dol­ 
lars for on e n ew dollar. I thin k the 
n ew mon ey will be colored to 
iden tify 
den omin ation s—green 
for $1, blu e for $5 an d red for $10. 
It’s n ot a ru mor, it’s fact.” 
Fact or n o, McDon ald say s he 
wou ld n ot be su rprised an y more 
at an y thin g the gov ern men t were 
to do in v iolation of repu blican 
prin ciples an d Con stitu tion al reg­ 
u lation . Con siderin g the people 
who con trol gov ern men t—Rocke­ 
feller, Kissin ger an d that ty pe— 
“I don ’t thin k there’s an y qu es­ 
tion we’re headin g for dram atic 
chan ges in the way we liv e an d 
thin k.” McDon ald believ es Hen ry 
an d the “Rock” are leadin g u s 


down the lan e of on e worldism, 
where two classes ex ist, high an d 
low, an d where the low has 
n au ght bu t tears. 
Here then is the reason Mc­ 
Don ald, a u rologist by trade, is 
su dden ly in gov ern men t himself. 
“Not on e person in 50 in this cou n ­ 
try kn ows what’s really goin g on 
in Washin gton ,” he say s, “so I see 
my job as on e of edu cation .” To 
this en d the con gressman has 
been bru isin g some n oses arou n d 
town recen tly , 
callin g spades 
spades as he say s it, by u sin g the 
legal immu n ity of his office to 
criticize what he v iews as Com­ 
mu n ist-in spired political activ ity . 


Not sin ce Joe McCarthy , per­ 
haps, has an y member of Con ­ 
gress felt su ch an u rge to color 
grou ps an d in div idu als red. Mc­ 
Don ald has charged a len gthy list 
of an tiwar, con serv ation an d pop­ 
u list grou ps (an d grou p mem­ 
bers) with Marx ist sy mpathies. 
Priv ately , he does the same with 
well-kn own members of con gress 
an d high officers in the admin is­ 
tration . Wou n ded targets are bit­ 
ter, claimin g the man is “the 
worst kin d of bigot—a political 
on e.” Bu t for his part, McDon ald 
say s he’s merely tellin g the tru th 
as he kn ows it.

Losing lottery 
tickets ore tax 
deductible

SPRINGFIELD, Dl. (AP) - 
If y o u’re already lo o king ahead 
to nex t y ear’s inco me tax , sav e 
y o ur o ld Illino is lo ttery tickets. 
The federal go v ernment say s 
lo sing tickets may be used fo r 
a tax deductio n. 
The Internal Rev enue Serv ice 
also kno ws the tickets can be 
used fo r fraud. So if y o u hav e 
tickets by the bundle ex pect 
so meo ne to co me lo o king o v er 
y o ur sho ulder. 
“ We 
can’t 
o utguess 
the 
peo ple who want to do so me­ 
thing abo ut getting aro und the 
law,’’ said Frank Bry so n, a 
spo kesman 
fo r 
the 
IRS 
Springfield District. 
But Bry so n said, “ If so me­ 
bo dy came in with a sackful o f 
lo ttery tickets and he o nly 
made $5 ,000 no rmal inco me 
during the y ear, it wo uld be 
questio ned as to whether he 
bo ught all tho se lo ttery tick­ 
ets.’’ 
The Illino is lo ttery began last 
summer, so the o ppo rtunity fo r 
fraud began with tax returns 
due last April 15. 
“ I do n’t kno w that there’s 
any indicatio n that it’s go ing to 
be a pro blem specifically ,’’ said 
Bry so n. “ But it has a po tential 
o f sho wing up o n Illino is re­ 
turns this y ear fo r the first 
y ear.’’ 


Federal tax instructio ns say 
any o ne itemizing deductio ns 
can deduct his gambling lo sses 
during the y ear. But y o u can 
deduct o nly up to the amo unt 
y o u wo n. 
Bry so n interprets this to 
mean to tal winnings and lo sses, 
no t bro ken do wn by the kind o f 
game play ed. 
Fo r ex ample, y o u win $1,000 
at the racetrack. Yo u also buy 
$200 wo rth o f state lo ttery tick­ 
ets and win no thing in the lo t­ 
tery . As Bry so n interprets it, 
y o u can use the $2 00 lo ttery ex ­ 
pense as a deductio n against 
the $1,000 racetrack winnings. 
State lo ttery o fficials say the 
av erage lo ttery play er buy s two 
tickets a week. At 5 0 cents o r 
$1 a ticket, that’s no t a great 
deal to deduct. 
But Bry so n co ncedes that a 
big gambler co uld buy lo sing 
lo ttery tickets at a cheap price 
to beef up his deductio n against 
o ther gambling winnings. 
He said that no rmally a used 
lo ttery ticket alo ne wo uld be 
eno ugh fo r pro o f o f purchase. 
But a gambler ho lding an o ut­ 
landish number o f lo sing tickets 
wo uld pro bably be checked, he 
said. 
“ I think they ’d say , ‘Okay , 
tell us where y o u 
bo ught 
them,’’ said Bry so n. “ He’d be 
subject to be checked if it was 
so mething kind o f o ut o f line.’’

men, o r priso n guards. 


Meanwhile,

charged with murder after rul- 


ing that the state’s death penal­ 
ty statute v io lates the U.S. Co n­ 
stitutio n. 
The Co o k Co unty state’s at­ 
to rney ’s o ffice said, ho wev er, 
the judge’s ruling applies o nly 
to his co urtro o m. 


In separate cases, Fitzgerald 
set bo nd at $100,000 fo r Dr. 
Max M. Kay e, 67, charged with 
the slay ing o f two West Side 
druggists, and $60,000 fo r Mi­ 
chael No lan, 2 0, charged with 
the fatal beating o f his fo rmer 
high scho o l girlfriend.

(AP) c—A 
few minutes invested in check­ 
ing your equipment before that 
first outing of the season may 
save you some headaches in 
the field and get you started on 
the right foot for reaping the 
outdoors dividend this year. 
If camping is your pleasure, 
it may pay you to break out 
your tent and sleeping bag to 
look for holes, torn zippers, 
missing 
peg 
loops, 
ripped 
seams and the like. And they 
can probably stand an airing. 
Examine ground cloths and 
tent floors for worn spots that 
might leak water and while 


you’re at it you might spray a 
new coat of water repellent on 
the canvas. 
Laterns should be cleaned; 
take a look at the mantle or 
wick. Propane camp stoves 
should get a once over and be 
checked for leaks. 
If you’re a campfire chef 
make sure your axe is sharp 
and the head secure. 
Inflate your air mattress to 
detect leaks. 
Travel trailer or camper 
owners sometimes have prob­ 
lems getting all of the antif­ 
reeze out of water systems. 
If it’s pressurized, use com-

pressed air to blow it out, fill 
and drain until water runs 
clear from the tap. With a 
pump system it’s a good idea to 
hook up to a spigot to clear the 
lines, making sure to run the 
pump to get out the antifreeze 
in there. A box of baking soda 
in the tank will help sweeten 
things up too. 
Propane tanks and lines, es­ 
pecially at the fittings, should 
be carefully examined. Road 
vibrations can cause joints to 
work loose.

leaks with bubbles. 


If you own an outboard motor 
there are several things you 
ought to do. Using your owner’s 
manual, gap and clean the 
spark plugs, examine the start­ 
er cord for worn spots, clean 
and refinish cracked or chipped 
surfaces, put fresh lubricant in 
the gearcase and see whether 
the screw needs replacement.

Love, Wakeley set records 
but Dukes fall to DeKalb 


Despite a great effort by the 
Dixon trackmen, with Ed Love 
and Randy Wakeley setting 
new school records, the Dukes 
fell 84-66 to a strong DeKalb 
team at a meet held at Sauk 
Valley College Wednesday.

They went right after 
DeKalb and showed they were a 
good track team.” 
DeKalb’s very strong field 
events partly lead to Dixon’s 
first loss of the season, as the 
Huskies took first in all six of 
the events. The Dukes captured 
first in six of the 11 running 
events, however. 
Besides his new record, 
Wakeley also claimed first in 
the high hurdles with a time of 
:15.2. Dixon came in first and 
second in the 100-yard dash on 
the efforts of Mike James and

After Love’s victory in the 
mile, the Dukes took two of the 
three relays.

about my batting.”

Honcduras 
ripe for 
overthrow 


M EXICO CITY (A P) - The 
overthrow of President Oswaldo 
Lopez Arellano of Honduras 
had been in the making for 
some time, and the banana 
scandal 
just 
helped 
things 
along, according to a high-rank­ 
ing Honduran m ilitary source. 
The source said young offi­ 
cers had been unhappy with the 
performance 
of 
53-year-old 
CS^n. Lopez and the other older 
m ilitary leaders long before 
Tuesday’s bloodless coup that 
installed a new m ilitary gov­ 
ernment headed by Col. Juan 
Alberto Melgar. 


Lopez was implicated this 
month in the scandal resulting 
from the admission by United 
Brands, the American firm that 
dominates the Honduran ba­ 
nana industry, that it paid a 
$1.2-million bribe to Honduran 
officials to get the banana ex­ 
port tax reduced. 


The Wall Street Journal re­ 
ported that the bribe was paid 
to 
Lopez. 
The 
president 
vehemently denied the charge, 
but a commission named to in­ 
vestigate the scandal said he 
refused to let it examine his 
foreign bank accounts. 


Lopez came to power in a 
m ilitary coup in 1963, was pres­ 
ident in 1969, then headed the 
armed forces until he seized 
power again in 1972. TTie m ili­ 
tary source said opposition to 
him and his associates began 
developing among the younger 
officers in 1969 when El Salva­ 
dor’s forces marched several 
miles into Honduras during a 
four-day war. 


Younger officers who had 
trained abroad felt the army 
was an unprofessional fighting 
force that needed to be brought 
up to date. Their discontent re­ 
portedly came to a head after 
Hurricane Fifi devastated the 
country last September, killing 
thousands The army directed 
the relief program, and there 
were charges that it was slopp­ 
ily handled and that some offi­ 
cers stole relief goods. 
In 
December, 
the 
young 
Turks forced Lopez to replace 
older colonels heading fighting 
units In February, they seized 
control of the 25-member High 
M ilitary Council and forced the 
retirement of several pro-Lopez 
officers 
On March 31, the young offi­ 
cers called Lopez before them 
and demanded he resign as 
chief of the armed forces. He 
complied, but on Tuesday, the 
High M ilitary Council stripped 
him of his other post, chief of 
state. 
The new m ilitary government 
apparently intends to keep the 
country further to the right It 
said in a radio broadcast that it 
would not tolerate “ disjointed, 
anarchist or destructive ideas” 
The announcement said private 
investment, by both Hondurans 
and foreigners, will be stimu­ 
lated 
It also said it would continue 
a land reform program in 
augurated by Lopez But politi 
cal sources in Honduras say the 
program has not

•'anced aggr*^sively 


pete for buyers with those units

—Perhaps inadvertently, the 
new tax law gives preferential 
treatment to some buyers of 
the more expensive new homes. 
The situation results from a 
little-noticed feature of the tax 
law that requires the capital 
gain on the sale of an individ­ 
ual’s present home be sub­ 
tracted from the purchase price 
of the new house in figuring 
benefits. 
The purchaser of a $40,000 
home who has a capital gain of 
$20,000 from sale of his pre­ 
vious home won’t get the max­ 
imum credit of $2,000, as he 
might believe. He must figure 
his 5 per cent tax credit on only 
$20,000. His total credit there­ 
fore is $1,000, not $2,000. 
However, the buyer of a $60,- 
000 home with a sim ilar capital 
gain will still qualify for the 
maximum $2,000 credit. Deduc­ 
ting the capital gain from $60,- 
000 leaves $40,000. Five per 
cent of that is $2,000.

^For they thus received this 
equine “ reward” before they 
had developed a great hunger 
for it! 


;As a result, Queenie would 
¿*aze in the pasture for weeks, 
without being brought up to the 
house to be ridden. 
• For the novelty soon wore off 
unless Judy or the boys had 
playmates visiting them, they 
didn’t think to bring the pony 
from the field. 
* When we drove down to our 
summer farm home after a few 
w e ^ in Chicago, Queenie 
wasn’t visible in the pasture. 
; So the children went on a 
^rc h party to find her. 


: And in a hidden little valley, 
they located Queenie, lying on 
her side and almost dead from 
thirst and hunger. 
' For her hoofs had grown so 
long, they were curved upward, 
like skis, till queenie couldn’t 
get on her feet. 
* Judy hastily brought a pail of 
water to quench Queenie’s 
thirst, and they hand-fed her 
with clover, plus oats and other 
equine delicacies. 
; Their Grandpa Miller had 
been a blacksmith, among his 
other versatile abilities, so he 
still had his horseshoeing tools.
